2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 6 . the prior art does not teach or suggest " detecting a position of a wheel tilting 
angle adjustment member without visual observation by the operator" , in combination 
with the other claimed limitations. The above limitation is found in the preamble of claim 
6 and is limiting because the amendment to the preamble was made to distinguish the 
claim over the prior art. "[C]lear reliance on the preamble during prosecution to 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art transforms the preamble into 
a claim limitation because such reliance indicates use of the preamble to define, 
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in part, the Claimed invention." See Catalina Mktg. Int 7 v. Coolsavings.com, Inc., 289 F.3d at 
808-09, 62 USPQ2d at 1 785. See also MPEP 21 10. 02 [R-3] Effect of Preamble Paragraph II for further 
clarification.
